Crnt Activity at Ladynaith, and 

Another Battle la Likely to Soon 
Take Place — La teat \em 
From South Africa. 

Ladysmith, Jan. 12 (By Heliograph) 
—The besieeers have been quiet for 
two days, but can be seen in active 
movement on the distant hills. 

We have perceived two small bodies 
galloping with two machine guns. 

The Boer heavy piece on Bulwana 
hill has not been fired for two days. 

More Boer dead have been found 
at the base of Caesar's Camp. 

Boer , Headquarters at Colenso, 
Thursday, Jan. 11 (via Pretoria, via 
Lourenzo Marques, Friday, Jan. 12). — 
Everything points to a great battle 
within the next few days. Ladysmith 
for the last two nights has been fir- 
ing rockets. The object is not known 
here. 

Durban. Jan. 12. — The entire absence 
of news from Chievely or Frere Camp 
continues, but there is a persistent 
rumor that Ladysmith has been re- 
lieved. 

London. Jan. 16. — A special dispatch 
from Cape Town, dated Friday even- 
ing, January 12, announces that Gen. 
Warren has crossed the Tugela river. 

London, Jan. 15. — The war office is- 
sued at midnight a dispatch from 
{Field Marshal Roberts, dated Cape 
Town, Sunday, January 14, 8:30 p. m., 
saying: “There is no change in the 

situation to-day.** 

The war office simultaneously issued 
the following from Lord Roberts, dat- 
ed Cape Town. January 13, 3:30 p. m.: 
“Methuen’s cavalry reconnai sauce re- 
turned on January 11. Went 23 miles 
into Free State. Country clear of en- 
emy, except patrols. 

“All quiet at Modder river. 

“French reconnoitered around the 
enemy’s left flank on January 10. 
Advanced from Sliumger’e farm, on 
January 11, with cavalry and horsa 
artillery to bombard Boer laager east 
of Colesberg Junction, but was unable 
to outflank the enemy. 

“ Reconnai sa nee of cavalry and 
mounted infantry pushed north of 
Bastard’s Nek and examined country 
borth of Ridge. 

“Gataere reports no change. 

“All well on December 28 at Mafe- 
king.” 

If the announcement of Gen. War- 
ren's movement be correct, it is evi- 
dent that Gen. Buller's forces are 
spread over a very wide front — per- 
haps 25 miles — and in the event of a 
sudden fall of the river, his -opera- 
tions might be full of danger. It is 
believed that Gen. Duller has no good 
survey maps of the district. This will 
add to his difficulties. 

Sir Charles Warren’s advance prob- 
ably means an attempt to seize 
Illangwane Ilill, the main post of the 
Boers south of the Tugela. Upon the 
success or failure of these operations 
depends the whole future of the cam- 
paign. Until the result is known 
Lord Roberts will be unable to decide 
how to dispose the two divisions and 
the re-enforcements now arriving. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Modder river, dated January 10, gives 
a rumor that Kimberley was being 
bombarded. 

Bastard's Nek, mentioned in Lord 
Roberts’ dispatch as the locality of 
reconnoissance, is northwest of Coles- 

burg. 

Doubts are beginning to be raised 
whether it will be possible to get to- 
gether anything like 10,000 yeomanry. 
Only a \ery small percentage of the 
applicants satisfy the standard of rid- 
ing and shooting. 

A large number of officers from the 
Egyptian army have just left Cairo 
for South Africa, to replace those 
killed and wounded. 

Modder River, Jan. 11. — Gen. Bab- 
ington. with two regiments of Lan- 
cers, the Victoria Mounted Rifles and 
a battery of horse artillery, left here 
on the evening of January 7 (Sunday) 
and crossed the Free State border ou 
Tuesday. Simultaneous other move- 
ments were made. A column under 
Col. Pilcher went from Belmont to 
the south of Gen. Babington's route, 
while a portion of the garrisons of 
Klokfontein and Honey Nest Kloof, 
under Maj. Berne, advanced toward 
Jacobsdal. 

Gen. Babington penetrated 12 miles 
and his scouts 20. They saw no signs 
of armed Boers. The farm houses 
were found empty, the occupants hav- 
ing had news of the advance and gone 
further into the interior. The British 
bivouacked at random. They burned 
three farm houses, the property of 
Lubbe. one of the Boer leaders. They 
then swept around southward, return- 
ing here. Nothing was accomplished 
except a reconnoisanee. 

Col. Pilcher came into touch with 
Gen. Babington and then returned to 
Belmont. 

Ma.i. Byrne reconnoitered the hills 
about four miles from Jacobsdal and 
saw 700 Boers. 

Wile Murderer Handed. 

Philadelphia, Jan. 12. — Robt. Brown, 
a Negro, was hanged Thursday in 
Moyanensing prison for murder of 
tiis wife. Brown's crime was jiartic- 
ularly brutal and savage. It was in 
the latter part of 1898 when Brown, 
who had just been discharged from the 
Bouse of correction, went to the house 
where bis wife, Lucinda, was em- 
ployed as a domestic, and accused her 
of haring caused his arrest. She was 
s-c-rubLing the £leps at the time and 
Brown drew a knife and stamped her 
repeatedly, inflicting wounds which 
go cd resulted in her death. 



MASKED AND ARMED. 

A Lone Hiphwavmnn Cleaned Out 

Two Restaurants Id Kansan City 
In True Western Style. 

Kansas City, Jan. 15. — In true west- 
ern fashion, a lone robber, masked 
ami armed, cleaned out two restaur- 
ants in the center of the city at C 
o’clock Sunday morning, under the 
glare of an electric light. In Lewis' 
restaurant, at 1210 Walnut street, he 
pointed a pistol at Stanley Brushwood, 
the cashier, and tapped the register, 
while he kept his revolver in plain 
view of two customers, eating nearby. 
The contents of the register had been 
transferred to the safe but a few 
minutes previous, and the robber se- 
cured only a handful of change. 

He then gave the waiter and the 
two customers a parting word of 
warning and skipped across the street 
to the restaurant of Robert MeClin- 
toek. Here the robber covered Cash- 
ier Joseph Drysdale, and commanded 
two waiters and three customers to 
hold up their hands. They complied 
promptly and the robber emptied the 
register in a twinkling. He pocketed 
the entire contents, $146, and backing 
out of the door, encountered a grocery 
solicitor. He poked his revolver into 
the solicitor's face with the command 
not to make an alarm and forced him 
into the restaurant, where all the oth- 
ers still stood with arms upstretched. 

At this instant the robber darted 
iown a nearby alley and disappeared. 
Hardly more than five minutes were 
consumed at both jobs and the 
roblier had plenty of time to get away 
before the seared victims had recov- 
ered composure. 

SURVEYIN(Ta~R0UTE. 

A Cable Arrow the Pacific Connect- 
ing San Francisco. Honolulu, 
Guam and Luzon. 

Washington, Jan. 14. — Official re- 
ports received by Rr. Adm. Bradford, 
chief of the bureau of equipment, 
from Lieut.Commander H. M. Hodges, 
commander of the Nero, announce 
the feasibility of a cable route across 
the Pacific, connecting San Francisco, 
Honolulu. Midway islands, Guam, Lu- 
zon and Yokohama. 

The Nero surveyed between Guam 
and Luzon, and then ran back to 
Guam, pursuing a zig zag course, in 
order to sound along the route se- 
lected, with a view to obtaining the 
best possible location of the cable. 
Then she ran a straight course to Yo- 
kohama. She returned, zig zagging. 
to Guam, and will zig zag across the 
line ’to the Midway islands and tc 
Honolulu, when her work will be 
completed. 

The Nero has found a depth of less 
than 3,000 fathoms between Yoko- 
hama and Guam and Luzon and 
Guam. Three thousand fathoms is 
the extreme depth the authorities 
were willing to lay the cable. 

The cable between Honolulu and 
Dongala bay, which \r, the Luzon 
terminus of the cable line, will be 4,- 
812 knots long. Only two offsets 
from the projected great circle route 
between the Midway islands and 
Guam were found necessary to avoid 
obstacles to successful laying and 
operation of the cable. The first 
was a sub-marine mountain a short 
distance west of the Midway islands, 
and the second an abyss more than 
forty-nine hundred fathoms deep, 
found about five hundred miles east 
of Guam. 

ASPHYXIATEDBY^COAL GAS. 

Two Men Dead and Another May Die 
a« the Result of Two Accidents 
In tew York City. 

New York, Jan. 15. — Two young 
men. John Woessner and George Leh- 
man, German farmers from Ackley, 
la., on their way back to their former 
homes in Germany for a visit, put up 
at the True Blue, a Second avenue 
hotel. One of them blew out the gas, 
and Woessner’s dead body was found 
in the lied, with Lehman in an un- 
conscious condition lying beside it. 
Lehman was taken to a hospital, 
where it was said he has a very small 
chance of recovering. In Woessner's 
pockets were iound several hundred 
dollars. 

Daniel Pearsal, the Brooklyn man- 
ager of a well-known hat concern, 
was asphyxiated by gas in a hotel on 
Dev strett, where he was in the habit 
of stopping. The gas escaped from a 
gas stove. Pearsal died soon after he 
was taken unconscious from the 



Coal Shortage Causes a Shutdown. 

Philadelphia, Jan. 15. — Inability to 
secure bituminous coal in sufficient 
quantities is necessitating the shut- 
ting down of some of the manufac- 
turing concerns in the Schuylkill val- 
ley. At Birdsboro the plant of the I. 
E. & G. B. Brooke Iron Co. has been 
shut down for several days, but it is 
expected that in a few days sufficient 
coal will be on hand to enable some 
of the departments, if not the entire 
plant, to resume. The Reading Iron 
Co. is practically without coal, and un- 
less it can be secured a temporary 
shut down must follow. From other 
points throughout the valley come re- 
ports of coal shortage for manufactur- 
ing plants. 

Sensational Developments Expected 

Sioux City, la., Jan. 15. — The re- 
mains of Dr. Gustave Mahe, whose 
body two wives claimed, were buried 
by wife No. 2. Although wife No. 1, 
who is in San Francisco, demanded 
the remains, the local official decided 
to issue a burial permit to wife No. 2, 
and she had charge of the ceremonies.

The Philippine tine*tion and the 
Samoan Treaty Likely to Be Dis- 
posed of in the Senate — Rou- 
tine Work in the Home. 

Washington, Jan. 15. — The senate 
probably will resume consideration of 
the Pettigrew resolution making re- 
quest for certain information concern- 
ing the beginning of the war in the 
Philippines. This will be succeeded 
by a speech on the financial bill by 
Senator Rawlins, of Utah, if the pres- 
ent programme is followed. Senator 
Pettigrew will continue his speech on 
the Philippine resolution. After he 
concludes Senator Berry, of Arkansas, 
will take the floor for a general speech 
on the Philippine problem if sufficient 
time remains. 

When the Pettigrew resolution is 
disposed Of the Hoar resolution will 
supply food for taik each day in the 
morning hour, and after the Hale res- 
olution concerning the seizure of 
American goods by Great Britain will 
be taken up. 

It is Senator Aldrich’s announced 
purpose to press consideration of the 
financial bill each day after the con- 
clusion of the morning hour, but it is 
not probable that he will succeed in 
securing a daily speech on the sub- 
ject. Senator Teller probably will 
spea’x some time during tins week, 
after Senator Rawlins concludes. It is 
also understood Senator Daniel will 
be heard soon on the question of the 
finances. Other addresses on this sub- 
ject will come lateR 

The consideration of the Samoan 
treaty in executive session will be re- 
sumed if the legislative work permits, 
and Senators Bacon and Money will 
make speeches in opposition to it. It 
is also possible that the report in the 
Quay case may be presented late in 
the week. 

'The house will plunge into the rou- 
tine work of the session this week. 
Most of the time, excepting Friday, 
which has been set apart for paying 
tribute to the memory of the late 
Vice President Hobart, will be devot- 
ed to the consideration of appropria- 
tion bills. It is expected that both 
the urgent deficiency and the pension 
appropriation bills will be passed this 
week. The former, containing as it 
does many millions for the army and 
navy, will raise the whole question as 
to the insurrection in the Philip- 
pines, with its allied issues, and lead 
to a very protracted debate. How far 
the republican leaders will allow the 
debate to run has not yet been deter- 
mined, but if the democrats insist and 
are persistent., they can hardly refuse 
them several days, in view of the 
large amount of appropriations in- 
volved. 

The pension appropriation bill is 
also likely to cause some spirited de- 
bate owing to the disposition in cer- 
tain quarters to criticise the conduct 
of the pension office. Attempts doubt- 
less will be made to legislate upon 
the bill and secure reversals of some 
of the pension commissioner’s rul- 
ings. but as all such legislation is 
subject to a point of order, it will 
fail. 

There is no present p^ispect that 
the Roberts case will get into the 
house before next week. 

MINERS* CONVENTION. 

Yearly Five Hundred Delegates At* 

tend the Opening Session of the 
Indianapolis Meeting. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 15. — Nearly 
500 delegates to the national conven- 
tion of the United Mine Workers of 
America were present at the opening 
session and another 100 are expected. 
The larger delegations here are: Ohio, 
>0; Pennsylvania, 15; Illinois, 130; Ken- 
tucky, 15; Iowa, 10; West Virginia, 
20; Indiana, 60. 

The convention represents 100,000 
workmen in 27 states. 

All of the delegates came instructed 
to demand an advance in the scale, 
but there is some difference as to how 
much will be demanded. Most of the 
delegations are very reticent on tliis 
score. The Indiana delegation decid- 
ed upon an increase of 15 cents per 
ton. 

In the matter of machine mining it 
was concluded to stand for a flat dif- 
ferential rate of 7 cents between pick 
and machine mined coal. This is the 
Illinois rate and, while the delegates 
are of the opinion that the operators 
have a slight advantage even at this 
rate they will be satisfied if the con- 
vention fixes it at this figure. The 
pick mines will suffer under this rate 
in slow runs, it is said, and a great 
many men will will be idle, however, 
the figure named is looked on as be- 
ing as near an equitable basis as can 
be reached. 

Screens came in for a great amount 
of discussion, and it was finally deter- 
mined to demand one and a quarter 
inch Akron bar screens, 6x12, and 
while this did not meet the approval 
of all the delegates an agreement was 
reached to accept these.

GEN. OTIS* REPORT. 

He Tell* of the Military Operatlorf 
In Luzon, South of Manila- 
Several Towns Taken.

Washington, Jan. 13.— Gen. Otis has 
made a report to the war department 
I in regard to the military operations 
in Luzon, south of Manila, showing 
the capture of several towns and a 
large number of prisoners with arms 
and ammunition. The message is as 
follows:. 

“Manila, Jr.n. 13. — Continued opera- 
tions Bates’ command south Manila, 
27thand 39th regiments, Calamba.com- 
mnnded by Bullard. On January 1 
Bullard, with two battalions 39th. at- 
tacked force of insurgents in vicinity 
driving enemv. capturing towij of 
Cabavuo. following day Binan; en- 
emy s hiss 39 killed, large number 
wounoed, 20 prisoners and rifles cap- 
tured: casualties, 3 men slightly 

wounded. 

January 3 Boyd, three companies 
37t!i, captured Gen. Rizal, official pa- 
pers and property, three miles east of 
Los Banos; January 4, Long, detach- 
ment 29th. attacked insurgents at Car- 
mona. 25 h’licd; no casualties. Janu- 
ary 9. Bullard, with portions 37th and 
39th regiments attacked enemy south 
of Calamba, whom he drove beyond 
Santo Thomas, killing 24. capturing 
artillery; casualties, 1 private killed 
Capt. Baker and Lieut. Pelita, 39th, 
slightly wounded. January 11. Cheat- 
ham, 37th. 106 men. supported by ar- 
tillery. attacked insurgents two miles 
«eu Santo Tomas, driving them from 
that fctetion; no casualties. Schwan’s 
column, consisting squadron 4th. one 
of 11th cavalry. 30th, 46th infantry and 
six Nordenfeldt guns, under Capt. 
Vandusen, seized Biuari, Silang and In- 
dang Xaic, scatterng enemy, who were 
severely punished. Wheaton’s column, 
three troops 11th cavalry, 4th, 28th. 
38th and 45th regiments, Astor and 
Kenley's batteries, have driven enemy 
from all important points north of Si- 
land line; had heavy fighting, cap- 
tured considerable public property, in- 
flicting heavy loss upon and scatter- 
ing enemy; Schwan’s column now 
moving in northern Batangas in south- 
erly drection. All Cavite province oc- 
cupied by Wheaton’s command; heavy 
loss to enemy during week in men, 
ordnance and other property; all op- 
erations very successful. 

“OTIS.” 

Manila. Jan. 14. — Advices from Cebu 
report a sharp fight on January 8, be- 
tween a battalion of the 19th infantry 
and a body of insurgents occupying 
a strong position in the Sudlon moun- 
tains. The enemy were routed, the 
Americans capturing a smooth bore 
cannon, some rifles and destroying the 
fortifications. Four Americans were 
wounded. 

The insurgent general. Florts, har- 
ing established a rendezvous with 100 
men at Humingan, province of Xueva 
Viseaya. Capt. Benson with two troops 
of the 4th cavalry was sent to dis- 
lodge him. The insurgents were scat- 
tered, their horses captured and the 
position was burned, the Americans 
sustaining no losses. 

The insurgent forces Friday occu- 
pied Magallnnes. province of Cavite, 
capturing 20 insurgents, including a 
colonel. 

MERCHANT KILLED.

HcTRlar Alarm tnoke Him and on 
Going to Hi* Store He Wat 
Shot in the Head. 

Ravenna. 0., Jan. 14. — Edenburg, sev- 
en miles east of here, is wild with ex- 
citement, burglars having killed N. K. 
Goss, the leading merchant and most 
porminent citizen. Saturday morning. 
Having been the frequent victim of 
robbers, Mr. Goss connected his store 
ind his residence with a burglar alarm, 
by which he was awakened about 1 
o’clock. Arming himself and securing 
the assistance of a neighbor he went 
to the store. They were met at the 
door by several shots, one of which 
entered the head of Mr. Goss. He died 
in about three hours. The burglars, 
three in number, were last seen go- 
ing toward Palmyra. A posse is scour- 
ing the vicinity. 

Ho Mntiacre Threatened. 

Washington, Jan. 13. — Relative tc 
the reports in circulation some time 
ago of a contemplated massacre of Ar- 
menian Christians at the Vilayet of 
Harpoot, the state department has re- 
ceived from the United States minis- 
ter at Constantinople information that 
no such massacre was threatened. 
Conditions at Harpoot are reasona- 
bly pacific, and no cause exists for 
alarm on the part of the Christians. 
The United States legation has been 
assured by the sultan that the Chris- 
tians of Harpoot have given no cause 
for uny action on the part of the au- 
thorities. 

Death of a Medical Inspector. 

Newport, 11. I.. Jan. 15. — Charles A. 
Siegfried, medical inspector U. S. X.. 
in charge of the naval hospital at 
Coaster’s Harbor Island, died here of 
pneumonia, aged 50 years. He leaves 
a widow who was a Miss Farrell, of 
Peoria, III., and a cousin of the late 
Robert Ingersoll. During the war with 
Spain I)r. Siegfried was in charge of 
the naval hosptal at Key West. He 
was appointed from Pennsylvania i* 
1872. 

Panama Canal Scheme Favored. 

London. July 12. — The Times, com- 
menting editorially upon the possi- 
bility of the United States building 
ihe Panama canal, says: “Since the 

\ enezuela boundary dispute has been 
sell led and Anglo-American friend- 
ship has been sealed, the Panama 
scheme is more likely to be carried 
out than the plan for a Nicaragua ca- 
nal. England would certainly not be 
jealous of America if the latter com- 
plete the Panama canal, being satis- 
fied that the United States would 
treat British shipping in a liberal 
spirit.” 



MORA IS REMOVED. 

Gen. Wood Has Changed the Fisc*] 
of the Caban Supreme Coart 
Recently Established. 

Havana, Jan. 13. — “Federico Mora, 
fiscal of the supreme court, is hereby 
removed from office for the good of 
the public service. 

“This removal is the result of an 
investigation into the conditions ex- 
isting in the administration of jus- j 
tice under his supervision.” 

The foregoing official order wat 
handed to Senor Mora by Gov. Gen. 
Wood. Senor Mora’s fall has been 
predicted ever since the first case was 
brought against the custom house offi- 
cials, and the disgraceful condition 
of the prisons, especially as affecting 
those awaiting trial, has been gener- 
ally charged against him. For some 
time it has been said that Mora has 
been devoting too much attention tc 
social affairs and too little to his du- 
ties. 

Gen. Wood’s investigation has shown 
that the office of the supreme court 
fiscal is largely responsible for a num- 
ber of the untried cases and that not 
only Mora, but others in the depart- 
ment of justice, have been persist- 
ently trying to block the charges 
against customs officials whom Col- 
lector Bliss is anxious to prove guilty 
of wholesale bribery and corruption. 

Every possible influence has been 
exerted to protect the incriminated 
men from receiving the punishment 
which is their due; but the public 
has scarcely been willing to believe 
that high officials of the rank of Mora 
have been implicated. Mora’s letter 
to the Supreme court regarding the 
custom house fraud cases under trial, 
which has already been cabled, was 
only the last straw. His dismissal 
had been decided upon some days be- 
fore. 

DISASTER AT SEA. 

Probably Sixty Liven Were Lost by 
the Wrecking of a Steamer Off 
t>e \cirfon cdlund toast. 

St. Johns, N. F., Jan. 13. — The fol- 
lowing comprises all the details re- 
garding the wrecking in St. Mary's 
bay that can be obtained. 

The ship is a two masted steamer 
of nearly 3,000 tons and probably car- 
ried a crew of 60, with possibly some 
passengers. She went ashore before 
daybreak on Thursday, striking a 
ledge at the foot of the cliff, where es- 
cape was hopeless. The crew launch- 
ed the boats but probably during the 
panic some were crushed against her 
sides, others being swamped, and all 
the occupants apparently perishing. 

The ship was seen to be on fire by 
residents six miles away. Attracted 
to the scene they found the after half 
of the wreck blazing fiercely and the 
forepart u.nder water. The vessel soon 
went down. There is not the slight- 
est prospect that any soul on board 
escaped death, as the intense mid- 
winter cold would kill any who es- 
caped drowning. 

A trunk filled with woman’s cloth- 
ing has been washed ashore there as 
well as a garment which is either a 
waterproof cape, such as used by a 
woman, or a man’s overcoat. Nearby 
was found some underwear, evident- 
ly a man’s, marked with the initials 
“J. J.” This seeiqs to indicate that 
the ship had passengers. 

BUTTONS PROHIBITED. 

Reanlntion* of the Army Pertaining 
to the Wearing of Badge* and 
Other Decoration*. 

Washington, Jan. 13. — The secretary 
of war has amended the regulations 
of the army pertaining to the wear- 
ing of badges and similar decorations 
so as to permit officers and enlisted 
men, who in their own right, or b> 
right of inheritance, are members 
of military societies; of men who 
served in the armies and navies of 
the United States in the war of the 
revolution, the war of 1812, the Mexi- 
can war and the war of the rebellion ! 
or are members of the regular army 
and navy union, to wear on all occa- 
sions of ceremony the distinctive 
badges of such societies. 

It is also provided that medals of 
honor and the several distinctive 
marks given for excellence in rifle 
practice as well as army corps badges, 
may be worn on occasions of cere- 
mony. The wearing of insignia “but- 
tons,” however, is prohibited. 

Good Remit* of Arbitration. ^ 

Washington, Jan. 13.— The indus- 
trial commission heard Joseph Bishop, 
secretary of the Otio state board of 
arbitration. He gave the commission 
the results of arbitration in Ohio and 
the recommendations he had made to 
the Ohio legislature. He said that 
whenever employers recognized com- 
mittees representing labor a settle- ' 
ment without a strike was the re- j 
suit. 

Thief Quickly Captured. 

Hartford City, Ind., Jan. 13. — A j 
thief giving his name as Ed Harris | 
and his residence as Cincinnati was j 
captured in th« Pan-handle freight I 
office just after having robbed the 
safe. The stolon money was found 
on his person. He was bound over to 
the Circuit court. 

Residence Robbed. 

New York, Jan. 13. — Diamonds and 
other valuable jewelry to the value of 
lbout $5,000 was stolen from the home 
of Mrs. Joseph Wood, in East Thirty- 
third street. It Is thought the thieves 
intered the house when the occupants 
were at dinner. 

Confe**ed Thief Sentenced.

Paris Merchants Faked. 

More than two hundred and fifty large 
advertising cards which lie neglected in 
in a certain Paris newspaper office are 
mute evidence of the most successful 
swindling scheme that has been worked 
in Paris for years. 

Several months ago a smooth stranger 
secured a large nuuitx of advertising 
cards to be printed on a large railroad 
time-card to be framed and displar^d. 
The merchants paid from five to eigh- 
teen dollars^ per card, and the swindler 
only took out enough cards to use in 
collecting hie money. The balance were 
left in the newspaper office where they 
■rere printed. 

Why will the merchants throw away 
their money on the swindling fakers 1 1 
Some Paris men will freely give their 
money to a stranger and flatly refuse to 
give an advertisement to the local news- 
papers or a local advertising solicitor. 

The Light QaeMiim. 

The Gity Council has not yet settled 
the question of lighting the city daring 
the coining year, having postponed ac- 
tion until the next meeting of the conn- 
oil. A motion to sell the city’s stock in 
the Gas Co. was loat by a vote of fonr to 
three. The city owns nearly one-tbird 
of the stock in the Gas Co., having paid 
$11,500 for its interest twenty-s ven 
rears ago. Cp to 1802 the Gas Co. paid 
the city annnal dividends ranging from 
$345 to $575, aggregating $12,880. The 
eompaoy has not paid dividends since 
H»X2 because it has been paying off a 
debt of $6,000 incurred in patting in im- 
provements, and making the company 
capable of supplying gas for a city of 
20,000 people.

A LOLL) burst of applause greeted 
the famous singer Olympia as she ( 
tmishc'J the queen's soug in the opera 
“l*eau d’iue,” at the Gaity theater. 
The climax of the whole pieee was this 
fcot.g of ihjr- lairy queen’s, who appeared 
only once during the performance. 
The part was u.-uallj taken by a less ac- 
complished singer, but for this en- 
£agni..?nt the famous Oiympia, who 
hid sung iu grand opera over Europe 
and America, had been secured, as ?he 
happened to be in Paris at the time 
with no other engagement. As usual, 
when her name appeared on the bill, 
the house was packed by an enthusias- 
tic crowd. 

In spite of the universal reputation 
her talent had won for her, Oiympia re- 
mained simple anti good. She had made 
an enormous fortune, which she de- 
votee entirely to her art, and tc char- 
ity. Her kindness to struggling young 
fciLgersaud ambitious but unrecognized 
Actor s, had made her as famous as her 
beautiful voice and charming person- 
ality.

Manner. 

When Dewey, Shafter, Sehlcy and 
Sampson smashed the army and navy ol 
Spain they shaped half the toys o 4 
America. 

Much space in the stores is taken up 
with miniature infantrymen, cavalry- 
men. gunners, cannon, generals, forts 
Rec>Cross hospitals, ambulance bearers, 
battleships, cruisers, torpedo boats, 
sailors and admirals. On the counter 
Dewey is forever taking Manila, and 
San Juan hill is perpetually in. process 
of capture. 

In the toy shops of the city, at holi- 
day time, the stroller with an observant 
eye can find written the history of the 
year that is past and the prophesies ol 
things to come. And never before have 
the children’s playthings reflected sc 
accurately as they do this year the 
story of great deeds accomplished, oi 
told with such emphasis the trend oi 
American endeavor. 

The spirit of worship of valorous oat- 
tle fields, has gripped the boys and 
girls of the country. Thev still want t 
few dolls, building blocks, miniature 
kitchen and steam engines, but most of 
all they want rough riders and Olym- 
pias. They want history-teaching toys, 
or toys that explain, and illustrate the 
work of grown-up people. 

The parlor battle outfits are elab- 
orate. A typical one has an advance 
line of skirmishers, in extended or 
der. Some are running; others arc 
lying down and firing. Behind them, at 
double-quick, comes regiment after reg- 
iment of infantry, in khaki and blue 
with slouch hats. 

Behind the infantry on a hill, are two , 
batteries of field artillery, andi on the 
flanks are cavalry detachments. Each 
figure is separate from the rest, so that 
every imaginable battle formation can 
be arranged. 

Opposed to the American army is the 
I Spanish force, intrenched on San Juan 
hill, with some of Alfonso’s troops al- 
ready fleeing from the miniature block- 
houses. 

The toys that are modifications of 
those shown in previous years are more 
■ elaborate in detail, more interesting 
and complete than ever before. 

The old reliable train of cars, for in- 
stance. now passes through tunnels, 
over bridges, and stops at a Station. 
Along the track is a perfect telegraph 
line. 

The doll houses are marvels. One of 
them, a three-story affair of ten rooms, 
is lighted throughout with genuine elec- 
tricity. Each apartment has its wee in- 
candescent lights. In the* hallway there 
' is a telephone, and upstairs the lady of* 
the house is preparing to step into a 
porcelain bath tub. The maid; is dust- 
ing the parlor, and in the kitchen a 
savory dinner is being prepared by the 
chef and his assistant. 

The educational toys arc character- 
ized by permanence and practicability. 
The old style of paper-covered spelling 
block has given way to a new variety, 
made of a tement-like composition that 
will last. 

There is a spelling tablet, made in the 
style of a Chinese counting device. The 
letters — there being many of each — are 
on disks that move in a groove, which 
holds them fast, and which extends 
around the outer rim of the tablet. Ex- j 
tending across the tablet is another 
groove, into which- are slipped the let- 
ters needed in spelling the word de- 
sired. When it is complete the letters 
used in it are pushed back to the outer 
groove, thus making way for others. — 
Albany Argus. 

INDEBTED TO PEACOCK. 

Geometrical Fisrnres Suggetted by 
the Spreading of the Bird’s 
Beautiful Train. 

It is highly probable that our ancient 
and honored friend Mr. Euclid discov- 
ered his ideas of geometry by inspect- 
ing the outspread tail of a strutting 
peacock. Ancient and honorable as are 
the problems of Euclid, it is practically 
certain that the peacock had been on 
earth many moons before the father 
of cubes, squares, angles and parallelo- 
grams dawned upon the world. This 
being so, and the tail presenting such 
a dazzling combination of geometrical 
figures — indeed, they might be used for 
the fashioning of a beautiful mosaic- 
it is quite reasonable to suppose the ole 
Greek caught his inspiration from th« 
proud bird. 

With such a statement as a beginning 
for a story, it is well to back it up with 
evidence. Only the best evidence is ad- 
missible, as one knows who has read 
Mr. Greenleaf cn this brunch oi the 
law — that is, if the best can be procured. 
If it cannot cause must be shown that is 
satisfactory to the judge. In the pres- 
ent case the best evidence is ocular and 
fortunately it is at hand. Plats a»'d 
charts play most important parts .in 
jurisprudence. Maps often determine 
the value of a case made, for geometry 
and trigonometry determine to the 
fraction of an inch the boundaries of a 
tract of land. 

Herewith is presented in evidence an 
exact reproduction of the widespread 
tail of a peacock. It is apparent tc any- 
body that the contention is based on 
reason and probability. Gaze at the in 
tricate figures which are formed by the 
25Q feathers. Pretty nearly everything 
that Euclid discovered can be traced 
there. It is unfortunate that the bril- 
liant plumage of this train — the real 
tail lies under it and supports it when 
in the natural position — cannot be add- 
ed to the picture. But he who has 
acquaintance with any peacock in full 
plumage may judge for himself just 
how much the Greek savant was in- 
j debted to tbe handsome train for his 
train, of ideas. — Chicago Chronicle.

times thousands, standing uncovered : 
at the close of an evening concert in , 
a plaza when the American national j 
air is played by one of our military ! 
bands. 

Probably the impression, altogether j 
too general, that this country has uc j 
real national air is the cause, to a 
large extent, of this condition of af- | 
fairs. “The Star Spangled Banner.” 
however, is officially our national air : 
or national hymn and there should be | 
little excuse for popular ignorance of ; 
that fact. Still, how few persons [ 
there are. comparatively speaking, 
who know the words of Key’s song! 
Within recent years the schools of the 
country have sung them regularly and 
in many cases daily. As a result, 
there are few of the rising genera- 
tions of Americans who do not know 
the words. Unfortunately, the chil- 
dren are not always taught to stand I 
when they sing this hymn or hear it | 
played. The fact that we are net a 
military nation may explain that neg- j 
!ect, and also the further fact that the i 
great majority of the people have r.ol ' 
been taught, to uncover as the flag | 
is carried by in processions o <• dis- . 
played upon formal occasions. 

The incident on Franklin field re- | 
minded the American public in a spec- 
tacular way of their duty and privi- 
lege when “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner” is played or sung.

MODISH LONG COAT. 

. * 

Stylish Wrap* That Well-Dr<*wd 
Women Are Wearing This 
Winter. 

■ ■ 

Every day almost one sees some new 
idea in the three-quarter coat line. 
They are always picturesque and usual- 
ly becoming, but strange to the unac- 
customed eye after so many seasons cf 
short, tight jackets or full-length gar- 
ments. The latest to come across was 
of fine black cloth in straight sacque 
lines to the knees, the same length all 
about. The straps and small gold but- 
tons which fastened the front were al- 
most covered by the long ends of the 
broad white lace cravat. These ends 
were deeply fringed with white silk 
and reached the hem of the coat. About 
the shoulders there was a charming- 
ly draped hood of the white lace turned 
up softly with folds of black cloth 
tucked and stitched with white. About 
the top of the lace choker, which flared 
out a little, there was an edge of sable, 
and a high, flat, soft sable muff was car- 
ried. The bands thrust into this looked 
especially quaint by reason cf the wide 
bell-shaped wrists of the eoat sleeves. 
These wrists were turned broadly back 
and faced with white lace bordered 
with sable. A toque of black cloth 
stitched all over with white was very 
jaunty with this, its only trimming be- 
ing down-turned white wings spread- 
ing from a large square gold buckle. 

Quite a new idea is to cu< out the edge 
of these knee-lcng sacques into scal- 
lops and to lengthen them toward the 
back into a round point. The back in 
this way. with its straight lines about 
the waist, gives the effect of a shawl 
wrap with sleeves. One of these in 
three shades of gray cloth is no end 
smart, narrow bands of caracule trim- 
ming it. The darkest gray is used fot 
the coat proper, a lighter shade for a 
narrow under band, w hich hangs below 
about three inches, this and the edge 
of the coat itself bordered with a nar- 
row band cf black caracule, both of 
which round up the front to the bust. 
About the shoulders there is a triple 
scalloped collar of the three shades, the 
largest underneath, the lightest — an al- 
most white gray — forming the top, and 
smallest collar. All are edged with 
bands of caracule, this fur lining the 
choker with its slightly flaring points 
under the chin. A crisp bow of black 
velvet has ends to the knees and forms 
the smartest possible cravat. 

This cloak was worn in company with 
a tailor gown of such excellence of cut 
and finish tnat it is worthy of descrip- 
tion. Its delicate shade of light blue 
was alone beautiful to behold, as well 
as its buttons of lapis lazuli, four of 
which fastened the side of the Eton 
jacket, the front of which extended in a 
pointed plastron effect far below the 
waist line. This coat front was stitched 
closely in parallel lines cf black straight 
across its whole length. The front panel 
of the skirt was stitched, in the same 
way, and the skirt on the sides and 
back was laid in clusters of shert tucks. 
It was completed by a toque entirely 
of birds’ breasts iu gray and white, and 
a sable neckpiece was fastened on the 
side with five or six tails and an enam- 
eled buckle. — Boston Herald.
